Developments on the frontiers of Poland, with Bol­ 
shevik Russian armies knocking at the gates of \ \ als aw 
and the fall of the Polish capital imminent, have caused 
the nations of Europe to move rapidly during the last 
week. So rapidly, in fact, have the European nations been 
moving that there is grave fear that, in a hurried .attempt 
to save Poland, precipitate action being necessitated by 
long negligence of a menace that should have been grap­ 
pled with long ago, they have overreached themselves aud 


brought oil added complications. 
Insistent appeals to this nation for 
assistance 
fot 
Poland have brought forth from the State Department a 


definite statement of our position. 
'The outstanding declaration in that statement is that. 


for the present at least, this nation will not participate in 
ane plan for the expansion of the armistice negotiations 
into a general European conference which would, in all 
probability, involve a recognition of the Bolshevik regime 
and possibly a settlement of 
Russia's 
problem 
which 
might involve the dismemberment of Russia, 
The American people cannot and will not approve 
any recognition of Bolshevism and will not he a party to 
the partitioning of Russia, no matter what the present 


plight of that nation may be.
